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NAPOLEON'S NEW POLICY,
From the Loydon Spectalor,

The most consistent explanation offeved of
the Emperor’s conduet is one which ean be
justified only by recalling the events of the
coup d'etat, 1t is argued that the Emperor
did then slaughter innocent people, that
snch slaughter consolidated his throne, and
that he may, thersfore, be propared to allow,
or even to provoke, insurrection, to be re-
pressed by similar slanghter, in order once
more to inspire a tervor mini<l which be may
relay the fonudation of his power, Thal
theory, we confoss, does not watisfy us, It is
very difficult, of conrse, to sny what ontrage
should be deemed impossible to the wmoral
nature of a man who did send thonsands of
politieal adversavies to the living death of
Cayenne, and who, when securely seated, still
kept them there for years: but we satill be-
lieve this plot to be too eynical for
the Emperor, to be a8 foreign to
his disposition as it would, we think,
be offensive to his judgment. ‘That the
Emperor, if driven to choose hetween sup-
pression and abdieation, wonld suppréss—
wonld, in plain words, destroy any neadful
number of lives rather than give up his place,
wo do mnot for a moment doubt; but that he
should court an opportunity of destroying
them is almost incredible, if only becanse he
is no longer prepured to encounter the physi-
cal toil of the dictatorship which wonld fol-
low, and is no longer actnated by ambition
for himself alone. e now wants to seat his
son, and a snecessful rapetition of the 24 of
December wonld do nothing towards seating
hind, would leave the child rather more ex-

osed to the risk of revolt in the event of
Ein‘ father's death than he is now, Parisians
are flickle in their way; but it is seventeen
yoars since the great massacre occurred, and
is it forgiven by Paris yet? or is the tradition
of it among a new generation the first of the
many impulses which are now driving them
in heavy waves against the throne? More-
over, the very few facts konown all point the
other way—to a desire to ernsh insuar-
rection )y terror, not by blood; to
let the Reds see, as on Pith October,
that the Emperor is as ready as if they were
an invading army.

Moreover, the
Emperor ig, in many things, the most ‘‘con-
crete” of thinkers, is exquisitely alive to the
gort of effent which an armed strugele in his
capital wonld produee on the credit of rance
throughout Europe and the world, on his own

westige, and on the fortunes of the clusses

e has so sedulonsly assisted Lo enrich, Apart
from the wickedness of the project, apart
from the frightful magniinde of the stakes,
which, in such a policy, would be at hazard,
we cannot beliove that this iy the intention of
a man over sixty, intent muinly on preparing
a throne for an only son. The motive must
be a different one from this, and we inoline
with many donbts to bolieve it to be one of &
far less rocondite and mora unlinur_\' kind.

The Emperor is at this moment engaged in
a bargnin—or call it a haggle —with his snb
jects, and wants to show them that he is bar-
gaining on equal terms, that he is not to be
compelled to m-.wrt an inadequate price, that
Ris position is still so real and strong that
even a majority elected by universal suflrage
mukt regard him as a power to be concilinted,
He wants, in wyulgar parlance, to raise his
market. The difficulty of the Third party —
including, for the moment, in that word all
moderates—it is not how to rile France, bt
how to curb Paris; and the Emperor, in his
new policy, shows himself visibly doing that
work for them, He has let the steed onrvet
in order to show how well he sits;, and we are
pot “‘irreconcilable” enough Lo deny, and we
question if any propertied Frenchman denies,
that there is something of grandeur in his
attitude. He is holding in the fievcest of
steeds without apparvently laying his haud
upon the ourh, If theModerates cannot rein
in Parise—nnd the split in the Left and the
expeocted victory of the Lmpationts seoms to
show that they cannot—they must flnd an
ally who can, and wmust pay him his price,

THE DARIEN CANAL—GEN. GRANIS
SPLENDID OPPORTUNITY,

From the N, Y. Heralil,

From the exhaustive review given in Mon-
day's Herald of the various explorations made
from time to time since the year 15K, by
Spauish, English, French, and American ex-
ploring parties of the Isthmus of Darien, in
view of o ship eanal between the two oceans,
we think the intelligent reader, whatever may
huve been his donbts before, has coased to
have a donbt of the feasibility of the grand
project. We think, from the facts ascortained,
that a ship canal of one half the length of the
Suez Canal mny be made from the Atlantio to
the Pacifie, on the general lavel of the two
oceans, nnd without o tunnel; that it may be
completed within four years, and at a cost not
exeeeding one hundred millions of dollurs.
We think it not improbable that a route may
be found which will reduee the cost to sixty
millions,

At all events the enterprias, in being made
a leading measure of General Grant's udinin-

dred wiles, ean water its stock to the extent
of twenty, thirty, or forty millions, and still
keep running and watering too?

Seriously, however, ns an investment this
Darien Canal will eclipse the Suez Canal, as
the Atlantie Ocean eclipses the Red Sea, and
as the Pacific eclipsos the Madilerraneaa.
The Darien Canal will make New York, in
fact, the commercial centre and ssttling honse
of the world. It will give us the central ship
line to the western flank of our own conti-
nent and the eastern flank of Asia. It will
develop the shipbuilding resources of Oregon
and the fisheries of Alaska, 1t will establish
our occupation of the West India Islands,
Mexico, and Central America, and develop a
trade in those regions surpassing that of
Hindostan and the isles of the Indiau Ocean.
It will, in ubsorbing all the intermediate trade
on the eastern side of the continent, bring
the trafic of the mighty Amazon, by way of
the Gulf Stream, around to an interchange
with the Mississippi valley, It will build
np cities on the Isthmms itself compared
with which Tyre and Oarthage, ‘"whose mer-
chants were princes,” will dwindle iuto in-
significance,
